The 
8, Pe the Ministerial journals assured us were to “de- 
t s the Character of the English Government for a long 
peried of years, . are over. The result is not satisfactory, we ima- 
, to the Premier and his advisers. The Liberal failure is 
manifest and. admitted. How does it happen, that with appa- 
such ample means of insuring a large majority, and with 
such confident anticipations of success, the MeLBourneE Parlia- 
ment will contain fewer Liberals than that elected under the 
auspices of Peet, with a Court and Cabinet hostile to the Libe- 
yals? The mistaken election policy of the Whigs, framed for the 
avoidance of battle rether than the inspiriting to victory, and 
their previous management of the Liberal party, were the chief 
causes of failure: the zeal of the Tories in stimulating certain 
popular prejudices, and. their employment of foul means to a 
ater extent and with more skill than the Ministerialists, were 
subordinate though powerful instruments of our defeat. 

The Cabinet was in danger of faliing to pieces when the illness 
ofthe late King assumed a fatal aspect.. The progress of the session 
had been disappointing—disgusting; its prospects were hopeless. 
The majorities had become little better than nominal. The Tories 
were in the high road to office, Even the Ministers, in formal 
eogpae spoke of their resignation as an event not far off; and 

gL replied with the taunt, that when they went out, persons 
(meaning himself and his friends) might be found not averse to 
come in, Out of the House, the official gentlemen talked unre- 
sorvedly.of their approaching doom. So nearly had the crisis 
arrived at the end of May, when the election in Glasgow occurred, 
thata defeat in Glasgow, it was held, would be the finishing-blow. 

Had the Court taken advantage of any accident again to dis- 
card the Whig Ministers, certain it is that they would not again 
have stormed the Cabinet at the head of an excited and indignant 
people. In the course of the two years that had elapsed from the 
return of Lord MeLsourne to power, the Whigs in office, with 
their immediate partisans, had succeeded so completely in lulling 
the nation into lazy indifference, that the triumph of the Tories 
would have been easy. 

But Wixuiam the Fourth sickened and died, and Victoria 
reigned in his stead. Then dolefulness gave place to delight. 
Whig exultation was unbounded. Then it was discovered that 
the Reform-damping policy had been the best possible policy. The 
Whigs had no occasion to “ keep up the steam ” of Reform among 
the People, for had they not the Court? Exciting topics were put 
aside, Organic reforms were ruled to be unfashionable. The Ballot 
Was a thing fit for the dusty pigeon-hole of a projector. Every thing 
was.said and done that could lull the spirit which in 1831 and 1832 
the Whigs had turned tosuch profitable account. “The Queen and 

form," simply meant “ The Whigs still in office.” Apparently 

Tories were dismayed. Since the accession of George the 
Third, they had always relied on assistance, secret or open, from 

Court ; and now that fortress was garrisoned by their foes, 
All looked well for the Whigs: and had they used their a 
aquired power at Court with discretion, the fair prospect might 
hot have been blasted. Had they, for instance, announced their 
determination to carry one or two popular measures, and given an 
Wmistakeable proof of the extent of their influence at Court, 
ad the direction in which that influence would be used, by re- 

hoying Lord Hix from the Horse Guards, the election-struggle 
might have been entered on in a very different spirit. But Lord 
OHN RusszLt, Mr. Sprine Rice, and Lord Patmerston, were 

dand Conservative in their electioneering addresses ; promising 
hothing definite in the way of reforms, but avowing hostility to the 

Not; while each successive Gazette announced the appoint- 

Ments of Bedchamber Ladies, but not the dismissal of the Tory 
' mmander and his mischievous though clever Secretary from 
€control of the Army. Lord Duruam did his best to cushion 
(Uestions troublesome to the Whigs; and the earnest Reformers, 
apparently deserted for the time by his Lordship, looked not else- 
Where for aleader, The Duruam Letter was placarded all over 
country; in every Whig commiittee-room the precious docu- 





ment was exhibited as a manual; but nothing like enthusiasm 
for the Whigs “ and the Queen” was excited. 

The Tories, seeing that the means, by which their influence had 
been for several years past counteracted, were not now to be em- 
ployed against them, took courage. Everywhere they had emis- 
saries and candidates. The clergy worked upon the religious 
bigotry of their flocks, and scrupled not to use their temporal 
power over subordinates to gain votes for the Tories. O'ConNELL 
was held up as the great bugbear; and Englishmen were asked 
whether they would see their Church and Constitution trampled 
under foot by a Popish beggar and bully? The registries were 
found to have been well attended to by the Tory attornies : 
bribery and intimidation were employed to win over or terrify the 
dependent electors; every species of illicit influence on the opi- 
nions and on the worldly expectations of the voters was directed 
to defeat the Liberals, 

On the other side, the Whigs were not shy of employing such 
left-handed influences as might be at theirdisposal. Tradesmen 
were lured by the hope of Court custom, or. made afraid of losing 
it. Persons in public offices were required not to vote against 
their superiors, In some places, Norwich for instance, the 
Whigs bribed as freely as the Tories. Whig noblemen had their 
tenants marched up to the hustings to support the Wig candi- 
date. Intimidation of a different species from,,thas...vloyed b 
the landlords aided the Liberal candidates in .**Luu. In bot 
countries “ the Hanoverian” cry was got up; as if a man’s vote 
for Whig or Tory were to depend upon the merits of a quarrel 
between King Ernest and his subjects... But in this game the 
Whigs were beaten. Come to foul play, and the Liberals are no 
match for their opponents. Besides, there was disunion in some 
quarters ; the Whigs and Radicals did not always pull well together. 
The Tories, on the other hand, moved as one man to one point. 
Their object was to turn out the Whigs; and they pursued it 
with the vigour arising from unanimity. But the Liberals, 
having nothing valuable clearly set before them as the prize of 
conflict, were apathetic, except in particular places. Whilst the 
Ministerial papers were loudly boasting of the union of the Re- 
formers, and declaring that “ the cases in which Liberals would 
be replaced by Tories would be comparatively few "—“ that the 
Tories had ceased to hope for the triumph of their cause ”—that 
there was “ a greater prospect of accession of strength, and conse- 
quent permanence, than any Government had had for these five 
years "—that “ every thing seemed to indicate a general feeling 
of strength and permanence in the policy hitherto pursued ;” 
whilst the unscrupulous retainers of the Treasury were day after 
day holding such language as this, rational men, who chose to 
employ their senses and to scorn delusion, saw that the Tories had 
seeured and were employing the means of victory—that the com- 
plaints of apathy, and of indifference as to the permanence of the 
Ministry, were general—that to lower the tone of public feeling, 
to damp the spirit of reform, the Judding policy in short, was noé 
the way to contend with the aristocracy, the squirearchy, and the 
clergy of England. In several counties, where the Whig aristo- 
cracy has been more powerful than the Tory, the parsons and 
squires have beaten the Lords. 

Well, what has been the result? Numerically, the Whigs are 
not only weaker than they were at the opening of the Pzzt Par- 
liament, but the slender majority which remained to them at the 
close of the last session, after their repeated defeats at single elec- 
tions, has been still further cut down. They have not, in a full 
House, a majority greater than ten on the Church question. Our 
tables show a slight advance on this number; but then, the Whigs 
have credit for several uncertain Members, whose votes may fail 
when they happen to be most wanted, although they are too 
Whiggish to be put among the Tories. When the Pest Parlia- 
ment opened in February 1835, we anticipated a majority of 80, 
even though all the Doubtfuls had voted with Pezt—and on the 
Irish Corporation question the Liberals did muster that majority : 
now we can scarcely count upa dozen and a half. The elections 
have not only reduced the number of Whig Members, but 
Ministers come out of the struggle with a diminution of moral 
force. They tacitly abandoned the principles on which they en- 
tered office, and chose to fight the Tories with Tory weapons— 
letting go the People and clinging to the Court. 

The difficult question occurs, “ How then is the Queen’s Go- 
vernment to be carried on?"—on the “Conservative,” or on the 
‘‘ Reform” principle? The tendency, almost the necessity,is to Con- 
servatism. A clear majority in the next House of Commons will be 
Tory, unless there should arise, from some unforeseen accident, 
some sudden revulsion of popular feeling, a great national excite- 
ment to make a combined effort to complete the Reform Act,— 
to simplify the franchise, doing away with complex and absurd 





qualifications; to establish compulsory registration by accountable 
officers at the public expense ; to protect the voters from intimi- 
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dation and persecution; and to provide-for regularity and ‘method 
in legislation as well as responsibility, by giving a defined and

When the time shall again come for talking about these not very 
wild desires, without the imputation of insanity, God only knows.

hoisted Tory colours; but Lord MELsourne, according to present 
appearances, will only have to deal with about a dozen. 

Sir Cuartes Lemon. This gentleman perplexed us a good deal; 
for though he voted against the Irish Tithe Bill, he supported Me. 
Asercromsy for the Speakership; and we have been in the habit.ef 
considering:him rather Liberal—at any rate Whiggish. But his speech 
at the West Cornwall ,election is so Conservative in its tone, that we 
should not be surprised to find him a supporter of Sir Rosert Ps 
Mr. PenpaRveEs, by no means a Radical, appears’to be a very advanced 
Liberal ‘by ‘the side of Sir Cuantes Lemon. Believing, therefore, 
that Sir CHar.es’s political predilections are more of a Tory thaa 
a Liberal complexion, we have thought his proper position to be in the 
Tory. column. 

Mr. HesketH FLEEtTWwooD is now placed among the Liberals, onthe 
strength of his speech at the nomination of the South Lancashire can- 
didates. He proposed Mr. TowneE.ey, and avowed himself the sup- 

orter of Ministers. A correspondent, who maintains that ‘injusts 

as been done to Mr. FLEETWoop in placing him among the Members 
whom the Leader of the House of Commons might “ speak to” with- 
out being “ridiculous,” assures us that “a Barony” would be me 
temptation to that gentleman to vote one way or the other; and, adde 
our correspondent, **were Mr. Fleetwood a Waverer, which I qm 
certain he is not, the patronizing his Railroad scheme"—by the Govera- 
ment, we .suppose— would fix him.” Mr. FLEETwoop, it would 
seem, had been fixed somehow; but, that we did him no injustice in 
classing bim among those who required something to “fix” them, willl 
be evident to all who recollect, that he voted for the PEEL Speaker, for 
the Pret Address, for Sir W. FoLLert’s motion to continue the ptie 
vileges of Freemen under the Municipal Aet, and for Pest’s motion 
to divide the Irish Church Bill into two bills. In fact, his votes'‘have 
been,almost uniformly Tory; and we do not wonder that when he came 
forward to propose Mr. Towne.ey, he was assailed with cries of 
“ Turncoat!” 

Nothing-has occured to induce us to remove Mr. Gorine from the 
Tory to the Liberal column: we are indeed the more inclined .t@ 
keep him among the Conservatives, from seeing in the Brighton 'Ga- 
zette a letter from one of his supporters at Shoreham, stating that he 
was the peculiar object of Tory solicitude at the late election; to which 
feeling should be attributed the circumstance tbat he headed Sie 
CuarLes Burrect on the poll. That thoroughgoing and well-in- 
formed Tory paper, the Brighton Gazette, was wont formerly to speak 
in very disparaging terms of Mr. Harry Dent Gorinc; but lately 
has been surprisingly mollified. 

Sir Giupert Heatucote, and Mr. Gitpert Heatucore, not hav- 
ing signified their desire to be classed among the Liberals, must 
remain in Tory company. ‘The few votes they have given indicate 
their Tory leaning. 

Where can be no longer any doubt about the Dutchess of SutHEa- 
LAND’s friend, Mr. Howarp; his speech on the hustings, as reported 
in the Inverness Courier, is decisive. Not content with declaring ‘his 
hostility to Church Reform and the Irish policy of the MgLsouang 
Government, Mr. Howarp avows, that *‘ he does not much care whether 
it is to be Lord Melbourne, or Sir Robert ‘Peel, or any other individual, 
who is destined to be at the head of the Government, so that whoever may 
fill that high station, will throw the shield of his Ministerial protection 
over the venerable and still venerated institutions of this country,” &e. 
&c. The Glasgow Argus, we perceive, agrees with us in reckoning 
the exchange of Mr. Howarp for Mr. Macteop as a Tory gain. 

Lord GerorcE and Lord Arruur LENNox have done nothing te 
deliver themselves from the imputation of Toryism, under which their 
votes against the Irish Church Bill and for Mr. Manners Surron have 
placed them. We hold them to be Trimmers inclining to Toryism. 

Mr. Pusey is more of a Tory than either of the brothers LENNOX 
on every subject but Irish Church Reform. 

Lord NortHtanp is nothing but a Tory; and his conduct, coupled 
with that of his brother Colonel Knox, whose vote was never to be 
had when most needed, should teach the Whigs, that a step in the 
Peerage is not enough to convert the whole family of a Tory Peer te 
Liberalism. Old Lord Norruianp was mightily tickled at being 
made an Earl; his only claim on the country being that of pocketing, 
with his eldest son, some 7,000/. a year as joint Prothonotary of the 
Court of Common Pleas in Ireland. The exposure of the practices 
in the office of the noble lord will not soon be forgotten; and it is ne 
credit to Earl Grey that, for the sake of a vote, (which he seldom had 
the advantage of,) he conferred an honour on such an equivocal public 
character as Lord RANFURLY. 

Mr. Towntey, of Cambridgeshire, belongs to the same class ae 
Mr. Benert of Wiltshire. Both have Whiggish predilections; and 
we are unwilling to place them in the company of the Tories,—though 
some of Mr. Benert’s votes have a very ugly lock. For instance, we 
do not see that he voted at all on the Speakership; while he suyported 
the Peet Address, and opposed Lord Joun Russetu’s famous motion 
on the Irish Church Appropriation question. Still, on the whole, 
we should say that Mr. Benerr is more Whig than any thing else; 
and will let him remain where he bas been accustomed to be put, 
among the Liberals. 

Mr. Purturorts has written a letter to Lord Moreton to,assure 
his Lordship that he isa Liberal. We are not quite sure, however, 
that the letter can be taken as a distinet pledge tosupport Ministers, — 
unless in so far as he takes especial pains to avoid committing himself 
toany thing like a principle, or to any specific measures. In that sense, 
with a view to their delicate political position, his friendliness may 
have made him cautious on their account ; and his guarded letter may 
be but another sign of the times. On the whole, and relying on his 
Radical pledges more than any thing else, we retain Mr. PHILLPOTTS 
among the Liberals. 

Mr. G. F. Youna, it will be seen, has credit for Liberalism: we 
hope he may act up to the character he is desirous of obtaining. 

It seems quite a farce to dispute about Sir Harptey Witmot. Whe 
can believe that Member to be a Liberal, whose votes in the last Par- 
liament were always on the Tory side? He was a “ Doubtful” in 
1835; but he voted for the Pert Speaker, for the Peet Address, and 
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with Peet on the Irish Church Bill. Suppose he supported the second 
veading of the Irish Corporation Bill, the Tory Peers did thé same. 
Porsooth, they were in favour of the principle of the bill, and only ob- 
jected to the means for making it operative. 

Gur contemporaries are quarrelling about Mr. WattEer Lonc; but 
Wwe never can consent to reckon among the Liberals a man who not 
enly avows that he owes his return to the Tories and was deserted by 
the Reformers, but that he deems it an honour to be the colleague of 
= Francis Burpett—that most offensive specimen of a political 

tor. 

It is to be hoped that our present list of Doubtfuls will turn out 
Better than that which we were induced, by the previous conduct and 
professions of Members, to put forth at the General Election in 1835. 
We find, on referring to that catalogue, that out of 51, no fewer than 
5 Members joined the Tories; with several others, supposed to be

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It appears from the foregoing table, that the Liberal majority, elected 
to the Peer Parliament, was 356 to 8302—the majority elected to the 
Metzounne Parliament, is 337 to 321; the balance against the latter, 
or the difference of the majority, being 38 votes. During the days of 
Peet's Ministry, on the Irish Church question, the Liberal majority 
(estimated at 80, exclusive of Doubtfuls) reached 27 on one actual di- 
¥éion; subsequently, the Whigs being in power, it went as high as 80 
on the Irish Municipal Bill. We shall see how far the present ma- 
jonty of 16 will stretch. 

An examination of the numbers polled will show that, generally, 
disasters of the Liberals have been caused by the superior success 
the Tories in registering their voters. In onlya few instances have 

absolute numbers of the Liberals fallen off; but they have not 
pt pace with their opponents at the registration, or they have been 
‘pathetic at the time of polling. The result is the same—the Tories 
ue gaining ground rapidly in constituencies where they were powerless 
ae youre ago.

These numbers show that Mr. Wortiey had gained nearly 2000 
votes on his noble opponent, and cut down his majority from 2807 to 
1087. The same process is going on in other places. 

A glance at the above table shows that it is quite delusive to ex- 
hibit the aggregate number of votes given on one side or the other for 
the purpose of drawing conclusions favourable to either Liberals or 
Tories. It will be seen that in 1835 there were contests in counties 
and boroughs in which there was no polling in 1837, and vice versa. 
The number of contests in 1835 was 214; in 1837, 228. By adding 
together the figures on both sides, it would seem that the number of 
votes given in 1835 was about 590,000; in 1837, about 755,000. But 
it must not be supposed that these figures represent the number of 
voters who went to the poll. Insome cases each elector has three 
votes, in London four, in most places two, in some only one; and fre- 
quently there was a splitting and crossing of votes which render it im- 
possible to say how many Liberals polled, or how many Tories. The 
number of votes given, however, was greater in 1837 than in 18365, in 
the proportion of 755 to 590. For the numbers polled in 1835, we 
have referred to the best of the Parliamentary Pocket-books-—the 
Companion, for 1837. 

It is remarkable, that not only in the county, but in the towns of 
Lancashire, the Tories should have the ascendancy. The four County 
Members are Tory; so are the two Members for both Liverpool and 
Lancaster; Warrington returns a Tory, and so does Blackburne ; 
Bury, Manchester, and Salford, are represented by Liberals. There 
can be no question that the masses in Lancashire, among whom there 
are so many Catholics and Dissenters, are decidedly Liberal ; and if so, 
the state of the representation of that county proves that the Reform 
Act has been of little use, on the supposition that to enable the People 
to elect Members of similar opinions to their own, was the intent of 
that measure. 


ELECTION GLEANINGS. 

Cornwatu. After the election for the Eastern Division was over, 
Lord Eliot dined with a party of his friends. He said that he had 
certainly understood that Sir H. Vivian was to have made way for Sir 
W. Trelawney; but that was not bis affair. For himself, he was a 
Moderate Conservative, and should “ rejoice to see a union of moderate 
men.” Lord Eliot is a friend of the Duke of Wellington. 

At the nomination for the Western Division, Sir Charles Lemon 
spoke at length. Among other things, having declared that no possible 
good could arise from the Reform of the Lords, he went on to defend 
his votes against the Government— 

« It is quite true, that upon two important questions I have felt it my duty 
to resist their policy ; but it is some justification of my views, that the Govern~ 
ment themselves have withdrawn both of those measures, and I am _ persuaded 
that they will never again bring them forward in the shape in which I have 
opposed them. “But have I endangered the Government by voting with them 
only when I could give them the support of an independent opinion? Oh no! 
They who have endangered the Government are they who promulgate danger 
ous doctrines, and create just alarms, who identify themselves with Govern- 
ment when it suits their purpose, and turn upon them, and sting them, when 
they can obtain a little floating popularity by their ungenerous hostility ; they 
who rail at the timidity of the Whigs, and place the Government between two 
fires of abuse; who pitch the note of contempt, knowing that there is a party 
ready at hand and willing to catch it up and echo it through the land, till it has 
become almost a fashion to despise the Whigs.” 

The Ballot is the object of Sir Charles Lemon’s especial dislike ; 
the Government measure on Churchi-rates he entirely repudiates, being 
resolved at all risk to support the Church. 

Mr. C. J. Ellis had hoped that Sir Charles Lemon would have 
taken a more liberal view of politics, and more nearly approached to 
the opinion of his late father. 

Mr. Pendarves avowed himself a supporter of the Ballot. 

Cumpertann. ‘The requisition to Aglionby and James was signed 
by 2255 persons: the votes given to Aglionby were 2294, to James 
2124; so that East Cumberland was well canvassed and well polled. 

DersysuirE. Mr. Cavendish encountered the active hostility of the 
parsons in North Derbyshire. They objected, it seems, to his principles 
on Church matters: upon which Mr, Cavendish observed, in his 
speech at the declaration of the poll— 

‘¢ My principles, gentlemen, are the same as those of the Duke of Devonshire ; 
but when they solicit livings from the Duke of Devonshire, they do not allow 
their consciences to interfere with their interests. Their consciences have the 
power of expansion when their own intersts are concerned; but when I solicit 
a favour of them, their consciences have the power of contraction.” 

Devonsuire. The zeal of some of the Tories is recorded by the 
Western Luminary— 

“A circumstance unparalleled in the annals of electioneering occurred at 
the late contest for the Southern Division of this county. ight brothers of 
the name of Shepherd, one of whom is a wine-merchant of this city, assem- 
bled together in Exeter from various and distant parts of the kingdom, and 
went from Cockram’s New London Inn here in a coach and four horses down 
to Plymouth; and all voted in the same booth immediately, one after the other, 
for Buller and Parker, without putting the candidates to one farthing expense. 
Being as remarkable an instance of devotion to Conservatism as to be met with 
in any family existing.” : 

After quoting this statement “from a correspondent,” the Luminary 
adds— 

«We know a family in which devotion to Conservatism is equally strong, 
numbering nearly forty who voted for Buller and Parker without putting the 
Members to any expense. The family we speak of is that of the proprietor of 
this paper.” 

DuruaM. In his speech at the declaration of the poll for the 
Northern Division, Mr. Liddell intimated that Mr. Hutt had forced 
the tenantry of Gibside to vote for the Liberals. To which charge, 
most improbable as it was, the Tyne Mercury gives an authorized con- 
tradiction.

‘This has thrown the Ipswich Tories into a furious rage: and they now 
begin to fear that the full extent of their crimes will be brought to light, and 
have accordingly issued the following caution.

them to sign papers, by which they will certainly get themselves into trouble :

Liverroo.. We learn from the Liverpool Chronicle, that of the old 
freemen, about 1,900 voted for the Tory and 750 for the Liberal candi- 
dates ; whereas, of the householders, about 3,550 voted for the Liberals, 
and only 2,900 forthe Tories, This is significant enough, and in one sense 
consolatory to the defeated. Nevertheless, it would be as well to give up 
Liverpool to the Tories: it can only be taken from them by bribery, 
as long as there are 2,500 of these freemen. 

Mivptesex. Mr. Hume was one of the Radical Members who 
supported the 50/. tenant-at-will clause in the Reform Bill: for this 
blunder he was taken to task, with others, by the Morning Chronicle 
on the 11th instant: but Mr. Hume considers his vote defensible, and 
thus explains his reasons for it in a letter to the Chronicle— 

* T voted for the 50/. tenantry clause on the broad principle of extending the 
suffrage as much as possible ; and those who recognize property as a qualifica- 
tion for suffrage can scarcely affirm that a tenant of 50/. per annum is less 
entitled than a 40s. fre h lder or a 10/. householder to a voice in choice of his 
Yepresentative. You, Sir, or your correspondent, may say ‘ that the Reformers, 
knowing the great landholders were chiefly Tories, might have foreseen how 
they would influence their tenants ; and that the Counties wouid in consequence 
generally return only Tory Members.’ I reply, that we were legislating for a 
nation, not for a party—for all time, not for the present day only; and I add, 
moreover, that had the Whig Ministry followed up the imperfect and mangled 
Reform Bill, (which, however, gave them a sufficient and willing majority, ) 
by amendments, giving Ballot and Household Suffrage, (both of which Lord 
Jobn Russell informs us were in the first draft of that bill,) then the 50/. 
tenantry clause would have been no boon to the Tories. Let the blame rest on 
the right shoulders. It is to the shortcomings of the Whigs, not to the weak- 
nesses of their Radical supporters, that they owe their present bee in the 
representation of the Counties; and if they go on to patronize and defer to Tory 
Lords Lieutenant, and allow them to appoint only Tory Magistrates and county 
officials of all grades, they must abide the inevitable consequence— Tory Re- 
presentatives for all the counties.” 

It was not to the 50/, tenants that his defeat in Middlesex was chiefly 
owing— 

«* Further than all this, I deny that it is to the 50/. tenantry chiefly that we 
owe the loss of the counties. In Middlesex—I can speak from ‘the best informa- 
tion—the number of 40s. freeholders which have been created since the election 
of 1835, and the thousand out-voters which the Tories boast of having brought 
ap from all quarters to vote against me, might alone account for a defeat ; and 
if they had not had the 50/. tenantry to coerce, they would only have made 
more 40s. freeholds. Zhe Whigs ought to know that the Tories have the best 
tactics and the longest purses; and if, from public or private motives, the 
Whigs wish to retain their situations, it is for them to attend to the de- 
tails of the machinery for counteracting these advantages. But those 
who deny even the present expedience of giving votes to the 50/. 
tenantry, would do well to inquire how the 10/. householders have 
been coerced in the boroughs, and at what cruel sacrifices (which cannot 
often be repeated) some tradesmen have defied Tory influence, and 
thereby given a bare majority to Liberal candidates. Will they dare to 
say, ‘Then deny the suffrage to both these classes?’ No, they dare not. 
There is no other alternative, then, but to reinstate the Reform Bill in its pro- 
jected integrity. Give us vote by Ballot, with first, Honsehold (and eventually 

universal) Suffrage, and then there need be no further sparring between 
Whigs and Radicals whose fault it is that the former are so hard pressed by 
the Tories ; for the Whigs, with good measures to propose, and the People at 
their backs, may defy all opposition. IPf they will do none of these things, 
whatener be the consequences, on them be the responsibility. 1 will never, to 
suit the purposes of any party, abandon the great principle that representation 
should be, at least, coextensive with taxation.” 

Mr. Hume should have made the reinsertion of the Ballot the con- 
dition of his support of the Chandos clause. Without the Ballot, he 
knew that he was creating a class of voters whom the landlords would 
drive up to the hustings like cattle. 

Mr. Hume, we observe, seems already to have cooled in his fond- 
ness for the Whigs: instead of ‘‘ patting on the back,” he gives earnest 
of a good whacking shillelagh. Perhaps he thinks that by reverting to 
his old independent position, he may secure the representation of a 
Radical borough, such as Lambeth or the Tower Hamlets, at the next 
election. The speculation would not be a bad one.

“The police,” says the Galway Patriot, “ commenced taking up several 
persons. Even those who were seen standing together and talking in the shops 
were taken prisoners. ‘This irritated the people, and some hooting or shouting 
was raised. There was also some throwing of stones. The police were drawn 
into barracks for a time, but again drawn out. Mr. Hesty, Coroner, and 
Mr. Gannon proposed to Mr. Kirwan, who was the acting Magistrate, that 
some means besides the interference of the police should be taken to quiet the 
people; and these two gentlemen offered to interfere themselves, and prevail 
upon the crowd to separate. Mr. Kirwan, it is said, listened not to their sug- 
gestions, Whether through obstinacy, or through a belief that the influence of 
these gentlemen was useless, I cannot say. The consequence was, that the 
people continued to be excited, and collected together. Orders were given to 
the police to fire; and two persons, who, it is said, were not at all concerned 

in the riots, fell victims. An inquest was held; and on Friday morning, the 
Jury returned the following verdict—‘* We find that the deceased, Canton and 
Burke, came by their deaths from gun-shot wounds, wilfully and maliciously 
inflicted by some of the twenty-four policemen, under the command of Mr. 
John A. Kirwan, of Hillsbrook.’” 

Kerry. Mr. Mullins has been defeated by the Tory, Mr. Blenner- 
hassett, in spite of the personal exertions of O'Connell. To this dis- 
aster the conduct of Mullins himself contributed a good deal. The 
Dublin correspondent of the Chronicle says—

What think 
you of the voters on the estate of the Chancellor of the Exchequer having 
almost to a man polled for the Tory! The truth is, that his agent and near 
relative, Mr. Colles, was, perhaps, the most active canvasser for the Tory. And 
thus Spring Rice’s estate has been made ancillary to a Tory triumph.” 

Mr. Spring Rice is a sly person, who looks far ahead; it was hardly 
by mistake that his tenants voted for the Tory. 


Traer. The Agitator suffered another defeat in his own county, 
Maurice O'Connell lost his election for Tralee, owing to the strange 
conduct of the Assessor. A letter in the Chronicle says— 

«Mr. Maurice O’Connell was quite certain of his return for the third times 
On the first occasion he was returned by a majority of 8; on the second by a 
majority of only 4; on this present occasion he had a clear majority of 3). 
On each election Mr. George Blake Hickson, who has lately been made Q. CG, 
was the Assessor. The voters of the borough had passed the ordeal twice 
before him—twice—and voted in a majority for Mr. O’Connell. Could there 
be a doubt that they would be allowed to vote the third time? Nobody, at 
least amongst the popular party, was mad enough to suppose that the man who 
had allowed the validity of their franchise twice, would disfranchise them on 
thethird occasion. Yet so it is. Mr. Hickson disfranchised about one hundred 
voters who tendered their votes for Mr. Maurice O’Connell, and thus easil 
obtained a majority for Mr. Bateman—the entire constituency not muc 
exceeding 250 electors.”

The !Medway, a Gravesend steam-boat, with about 150 passengers 
- board, took fire on Wednesday afternoon, in the Thames, off North- 

eet— 

** The fire was not discovered till near four o’c’ock, when the vessel had 
nearly got to its destination; and then the principal eagineer, who was about 
to descend to the engine-room, found an immense quantity of smoke issuing 
from that portion of the deck just above the boilers. He communicated the 
circumstance to Captain Smith; who instantly proceeded to the spot, and or- 
dered the engines to be stopped ; but the engineer found it impossible even to enter 
the room, although he placed wet cloths round his mouth. The fire, it is sup- 
posed, had extended to the oil, and also to the beams which run across the hull 
of the vessel, and caused such an intense heat that the company were soon 
aware that the vessel was on fire: the smoke was at the same time issuing 
from the port-holes; and although every exertion was used to stop the pro- 
gress of the flames by throwing buckets of water down the hold, the flames were 
gaining a rapid ascendancy. The captain now thought it necessary to com- 
municate to the passengers the fact of the vessel being on fire; and urged 
the propriety of their being calm, assuring them that there was no danger, as 
he would run the vessel ashore, and that they might then land with perfect 
safety. Notwithstanding this assurance, the confusion that ensued was scarcely 
imaginable, several entreating the captain“to run the vessel on the Essex coast ; 
but the answer he made was, thet he would run her into shallow water. On 
the vessel striking, the flames burst forth from the deck and cabin-windows ; 
the screams of the females and children were dreadful ; and the number of per- 
3ons who jumped overboard at the moment it was impossible to ascertain. The 
spot where she was run agrcund was directly opposite the village of Northfleet, 
about two miles and a half from Gravesend. ‘The tide was, at the time, just 
about ebbing. The inhabitants and fishermen residing in the town were quickly 
on the spot, and rendered every assistance in their power ; numerous boats were 
put off, and planks were placed in the mud, by which a portion of the crew 
effected a landing. The captain and mate never quitted the vessel till every 
om a left, and the latter was then obliged to jump overboard to save 

imself.” 

One person, a Mr. Maurer, a German merchant in the City, was 
drowned; and Elizabeth Davies, a young woman, is missing. Both 
these persons obstinately refused to leave the after part of the vessel, 
or they might have escaped. The facts above-stated were confirmed 
by the evidence of the captain, mate, and engineer, given on Thurs- 
day to the Directors of the Star Steam-packet Company, who met for 
the purpose of investigating the affair. The cause of the accident ap- 
pears to have been the too near approach of the timbers to the boilers. 
The fire had probably communicated to the beams for a considerable 
time before any one on deck was aware of it; and when the flames once 
broke forth, all hopes of extinguishing them were out of the question. 

An inquest on the body of the German gentleman was held yester- 
day, at Gravesend. All the witnesses examined spcke in high terms 
ef the coolness and courage of Captain Smith, and generally confirmed 
the facts given in the previous account of the disaster. he inquest 
was adjourned to Tuesday next. 

On Monday, Mr. Green, Mr. Gye, Mr. E. Hughes, Mr. Bish, 
€aptain Polhill, and another gentleman, ascended from Vauxhall, in 
Green’s balloon. They had a rather perilous descent. Mr. Green’s 
intention was to descend on the open lawn between the mansion and a 
lake which runs through Osterley Park, between Hounslow and Nor- 
wood; but the grapples caught in the upper branches of an elm tree, 
which rendered the situation of the atronauts most perilous. Mr. 
Green at first endeavoured to extricate the grapple, but the weight of 
the balloon soon tore away the branch on which it had at first fixed, 

when it more firmly adhered to the trunk of the tree, while the bal- 
loon was beat about by the wind. The escape of the gas having, 
however, been effected, the car ultimately remained fixed like a nest 
among the top branches. All the gentlemen got down without injury, 
und the balloon itself received no damage. 


Mr. George Rutherford, partner in the house of Deacon and 
Rutherford, and a man of large property, committed suicide on Thurs- 
day, by shooting himself in the head. He was a hard drinker, and 
occasionally had paroxysms of delirium tremens. A young woman with 
whom he cobabited was about to leave him, and this made him furious. 
He shot himself when in bed, immediately after she told him that she 
was going; and it happened that one of the pistol-balls entered the 
woman’s arm, and wounded her severely. A Coroner’s Jury yesterday 
found a verdict of “ insanity.” 





Che Country. 

The accounts of the harvest are cheering. The Brighton Gazette 
seys— 

* The very fine weather has forwarded the corn so much that the wheat is now 
sipe almost everywhere and will require cutting very quickly. The appear- 
avce of the crop is most promising in this neighbourhood, and several stacks 
have been made inexcellent condition. The oats and barley have also improved 
very much, and are fast getting ripe; a great breadth is cut, and some already 
housed. The peas are nearly al! housed, and, we believe, will turn out well. 
Beans are short, but yet will vield pretty well. The turnips are suffering for 
want of rain, and so are the grass and rowens.” 

In the North, the weather has been very propitious. According to 
the Glasgow Courier— 

‘* The present fine weather is rapidly bringing the crops to materi. In va- 
vious places fields of barley have been already cut, and many more will be ready 
for the sickle in the course of this week. In the East country, the crops are as 
asual much further advanced than in the neighbourhood of Glasgow, and 
abearing will become sooner general there than with us. The heavy fields, par- 
teeularly of wheat, have in particular localities, as with ourselves, been much 
beaten down and twisted by the late heavy rains, but a continuance of the pre- 
sent weather would lead us to hope that the injury is not irretrievable. On all 
sides, the agricultural prospects of the country are most flattering. Wheat is 
almost everywhere healthy and vigorous, both in the straw and ear, and gives 
promise of fully an average return. Oats will prove an excellent crop—much 
more so than appearances at one p:riod would have led us to anticipate. Pota- 
toes, if we may judge from the outward appearance of the fields, and the low 
price which they are now reaching in the market, will be both abundant and 
svperior in quality; and hay, notwithstanding the unpropitious weather it had 


to straggle against at the commencement of the season, is a fair aver 

Indeed, in every department of husbandry there is cause for congratulation" 
There are also good accounts of the harvest from Ireland,

The account of the death of Mr. Maude, who was said to have lost 
his life in consequence of injuries received at the Wakefield riots, js 
contradicted. Mr. Maude was severely hurt, but is recovering. 

The present state of Portsmouth and Portsea is extremely unsafe, 
both as regards the property and health of the inhabitants, in conse. 
quence of the immense number of low Irish and Scotch, who are expecting 
to be paid off from the British Auxiliary Legion, and who now infest 
those places. There are now 2,700 in a most deplorable state of filth 
and destitution. They are so insubordinate that their own officers go in 
danger of theirlives. A party of Marines is rowing guard round them 
night and day; and when the Paymaster goes on board, he is obliged 
to be guarded by a file of Marines. Itis found impossible to keep 
them on board the ships provided for them, and they are lying in the 
public streets by hundreds. Affrays are hourly taking place, in which 
their knives are called into frequent use. A representation is about to 
be made to the Secretary of State by the inhabitants, who conceive 
they have a right to be relieved from so intolerable a nuisance Fifteen 
of the Legion are now in gaol for robberies.— Chichester Gazette. 

Joseph Jeffgate, an idiot in Leeds, has been committed on the ver- 
dict of a Coroner’s Jury, to be tried for the “ wilful murder” of a little 
boy, whose throat he cut with a table-knife. 

A few days ago, Robert Hill, atailor in Taunton, declared thathe 
was the person who murdered Elizabeth Trump, in 1823, on Buck- 
land Hill; he also implicated two other persons, who were taken into 
custody. The murdered girl was very beautiful; and the dreadful 
atrocity which accompanied the murder excited indignation and horror 
at the time the foul deed was committed. A farm-servant was taken 
up nine or ten years ago, on suspicion of this murder; but the Grand 
Jury threw out the bill against him. On Monday, Hill, and the men 
he accused as his accomplices were brought before the Magistrates at 
Taunton; when he denied all knowledge of the transaction. The two 
men were discharged, but Hill was remanded. The prisoner, who has 
long borne a bad character as an idle drunken fellow, presented a most 
haggard and care-worn countenance. Since he has been in custody, he 
has refused to eat his food with a knife, and trembles on one being 
shown to him. He told the persons who gave information of his sup- 

osed confession, that he had committed the murder with a dinner- 
nife.— Taunton Courier. 

On the night of Saturday week, a series of highway robberies were 
committed near Manchester, which, in respect of violence or daring, 
can only be equalled by the events recorded in the history of the cele 
brated Turpin. Three parties were attacked and robbed on the tur- 
pike road, within two miles of this great town, in the short space of 
four hours, notwithstanding all the vigilance of a police establishment 
which has the credit of being second to no town in England. It was 
evident that the robberies were all effected by the same parties: and 
last evening one of the gang was apprehended. He made a desperate 
resistance. It appears that he was a deserter from the 17th Regiment 
of Royal Lancers, which were quartered in Manchester about sixteen 
months ago. Since that time he has had the honour of fighting under 
the banners of General Evans in Spain, and has recently received his 
discharge from the British Legion.—Letter from Manchester, in the 
Daily Papers. [Some particulars of the different robberies are given; 
but they do not bear any resemblance to those related of the prince of 
highwaymen, the gallant Turpin. They might have been all perpe- 
trated by a “* Manchester man.”

“ Affairs in Spain are in a most unsatisfactory state—unsatisfactory, 
that is, if the existing government be worth preserving. The Carlists 
have approached within three leagues of the capital, into which the 
inhabitants of the surrounding country fly for protection. Madrid has 
been declared to be in a state of siege, and EsparTero summoned to 
take the command of the troops for its defence. His advanced guard 
entered Madrid on the Ilth. Don Cartos has made his way to 
Segovia, having completely outwitted and outstripped the Queen’s 
Generals. His troops occupy the Royal Palace of La Granja. It is 
stated that he has lately officered bis army with experienced soldiers 
from Germany and France, and that there is little doubt of his speedily 
obtaining possession of the throne. There are contradictory accounts 
of the state of public feeling in Madrid. According to one statement, 
the inhabitants are enthusiastic in the cause of the Queen; but it is 
also said, on the other hand, that the National Guards are sulky, and 
refuse to work at the fortifications. 





There is no news from France. The country is tranquil and pros- 
perous, blessed with abundant crops, and freed from political agitation. 





The last accounts from Hanover countenance the opinion, that King 
Ervest and his subjects will settle their quarrel without even the in- 
terference of the Diet.

MONEY MARKET. 
Stock Excuance, Fripay AFTERNOON. 

Money continues to be very abundant in the City. The rate of discount for 
unexceptionable paper is from 23 to3 per cent. The foreign exchanges also 
continue to decline, and there is some anxiety as to the result of the present 
state of things. Mr. Bropve’s American Bonds are taken very freely: the 
success of this speculation seems to be secured. 

Consols somewhat improved in the middle of the week. On Monday the 
quotation was 9)3 for the Account ; on Thursday the price reached 924, but 
has since fallen back to 913, and 913. The premium on Exchequer Bills is 
from 46s. to 49s., and on India Bonds from 48s. to 50s. 

In the Foreign Market, the Spanish Active Bonds, after falling from 203 to 
19}, are now at 20}. Portuguese Five per Cents. are 383 to 39}; Dutch 
Two-and-a-Half per Cents. 52% tod 343 Five per Cents. 102% to § ; Columbian, 
244 to 25; Peruvian, 19 to 20. 

The ‘price of Railway Shares improved on Wednesday, partly on account of 
favourable reports of the receipts of the Birmingham and Liverpool Railway, 
partly on account of the plentiful supply of money, which induces capitalists 
to turn their thoughts again towards those subjects of speculation. 

It is remarked that business generally has not revived to the same extent in 
London as in the provinces; in consequence, as is supposed, of the American 
failures having been those of London houses. 

According to late accounts from Mexico, it would seem that the Government 
intend to issue a paper in the place of the existing copper curreacy.

EAST CORNWALL ELECTION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE SPECTATOR. 
Truro, 16th August 1837, 

S1r—However much you may disapprove, generally speaking, of the Present 
Administration, I feel confident that you would be unwilling to reflect, with. 
out justice, on any individual member of it. I address this explanation toy 
therefore, in reference to an attack made in your paper on the 12th instanton the 
Master- General of the Ordnance, in a manner of which he is totally undesery, 
ing. I allude to the following passage on the subject of the recent contest in 
the Eastern Division of Cornwall— As for Sir Hussey Vivian, we Must say 
that, from first to last, his conduct appears to have been shuffling. He hy 
been trying with how small a portion of Liberalism, with how much of hiy 
pristine Toryism, he could contrive to get himself into the House of Common,” 
Allow me, who am fully acquainted with every occurrence that has taken plagg 
during the above contest, to assure you that this reflection is equally unjust ang 
untrue. 

Had Sir Hussey Vivian been at all desirous of reentering the House of 
Commons, several seats were open to him at an expense not exceeding a fourth of 
that to which he will have been put in his late election; but he, most relue. 
tantly, allowed himself to be brought forward, solely at the call and in sy 
port of the Reform party ; stating, at the same time, that, above all things, 
was most anxious to avoid endangering the seat of his friend Sir Witty 
TreLawney. At his first meeting with their joint supporters Sir Hussey 
Vivian further said, that he should be ready to retire in case there appeared t 
be the slightest ground of apprehension for the safety of Sir WitLtam Tre 
LAWNEY’S seat “up to the last moment before going to the poll ;” but he 
clearly explained, that after the poll should commence, he felt it was due to the 
Government to which he belonged, as also to those electors who might support 
him, that he should not withdraw. Subsequently, the canvass returns showing 
a large majority in favour of both the Reform candidates, Sir Witt1aM Tre. 
LAWNEY having about 80 above Sir H. Vivian, there existed no reason 
whatever why the latter should decline the contest, whilst his remain 
ing in the field was necessary on account of the expense to be incurred, 
of which Sir Witt1am TRELAWNEY was to bear only a small portion; 
besides, there was every reason to believe, that had Sir Henry Vivian 
withdrawn, a second Tory was ready to come forward; and the fear 
of the expense, as Sir W. TreLawNey intimates in his last address, 
might have driven him from the field. What, I ask you, Sir, would have been 
said of Sir H. Vivian, had he hesitated to go to the poll, when his only excuse 
would have been the possibility of his own failure? For had the return been 
correct, or, I should rather have said, had the undue and improper influence of 
the Tory landlords over their tenants and other dependants permitted them to 
have acted up to their wishes and promises, there could not have existed a 
doubt of Sir W. TRELAWNEy’s success. At the close of the first day’s poll, it 
was found that, owing to the number of votes split between Sir H. Vivian and 
Lord Exior being greater than those between Sir W. TreLawney and Lord 
Ettor, Sir H. Vivian was placed some 80 or 40 above Sir W. TRELAWwNEY; 
but even then it was judged practicable to bring up the latter, there being 
between five and six hundred votes remaining unpolled, the great majority 
of whom were said to be favourable to the Liberal cause. And here 
allow me to point out to you the great injustice of the insinuation you 
make when you give the numbers polled on the first day, and add ‘ But 
Sir Hussey Vivian did not resign.” Is it possible, Sir, that you can be % 
ignorant of election-law as not to know that the only case wherein a candidate 
has the legal power to resign, is when an equal number of candidates to those to 
be elected are above him on the poll? Had it been possible at this time for Sir 
H. Vivian to have retired, in order to seat Sir Winutam TRELAWNEY, I can 
bear testimony te his anxiety to have so done. I heard him repeatedly request 
his friends to urge the electors to plump for Sir W. TRELAWNEY; but this 
course would then have only had the effect of leaving it in the hands of the 
Tories to determine, by splitting their votes for Sir H. Vivian, that he and 
not Sir W. TrRELAWNEY should become the Member. 

From the statement I have here given, to which I defy contradiction, you 
will perceive that Sir H. Vivian’s coming forward might have saved Sir 
W. Tretawney, which was the great object, but certainly did not cause his 
defeat. Indeed, since the close of the election, so distressed was Sir H. Vivian 
at the result, and so anxious was he that Sir W. TRELAwNEy (whose superior 
claims he acknowledges, and whose loss, I am firmly persuaded, he as deeply 
deplores as any other man in the county) and not himself should be the Repre- 
sentative, that he declared at a large meeting of the committee of the friends of 
both, that if they felt they could return Sir Wint1am TRELAWNEY, he would, 
on the meeting of Parliament accept the Chiltern Hundreds: in short, nothing 
could have been handsomer, more honourable, or more straightforward, (as 18 
admitted, I believe, by every supporter of Sir Witt1aM,) than the conduct of 
Sir H. Vivian ‘from first to last.” .

This carelessness may excite regret, but not surprise. We happen

Sir Joun CampBELL is only playing with the subject in his 
Registration Bills; which he has no greater (probably even much 
less) chance of carrying, than some bold measure, such as nei- 
ther he nor his colleagues dream of. 

The Tories, who are striving to reduce the constituent body to 
small dimensions, at the same time increasing their own propor- 
tional share, profit by the complexity of the franchise. Nothing 
answers their purpose better than a law which makes the right of 
Voting expensive and troublesome. They employ lawyers to re- 
gister their dependents, and annoy Liberal claimants with objec- 
tions, Their agents are annually becoming more skilful in the 
conduct of this important branch of Lory politics: they will soon 
be in as complete possession of the Registration Courts as of the 
Courts in Westminster ; for the Independent Reformers, who must 
generally act for themselves, are every year more and more dis- 
gusted with the trouble and vexation attendant upon the acquisi- 
- of the franchise. During four years these a have 
een urged upon the consideration of the Whigs in office; who 
regarded therm not.

THE PURCELL CLUB. 

As far as regards musical associations or enterprises in this country, 
and especially in London, the rule is to turn them into a job, the ex- 
ception to unite in furtherance of some object connected with the ad- 
vancement of music. An instance of the latter kind is doubly welcome 
—welcome for its beneficial tendency, welcome on account of its rarity. 
And such a one is the Purcell Club: for here professors and amateurs 
meet together for a common purpose, that of doing honour to the 
memory of England’s greatest composer, and thereby preserving the 
remembrance and the krowledge of his immortal works. The first 
meeting of the Club was in February, when the members dined to- 
gether: the second was on Thursday last. d 

PukcELL stands at the head of our Sacred as well as our Dramatic 
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writers; and hence two separate and distinct exhibitions of his power 
are necessary. He was the Organist of Westminster Abbey, as well 
as the Father and Founder of the English Opera. The commemora- 
tion of Thursday began at the Abbey; where, at morning service, the 
members of the Club and a few of the Choir assembled, amounting in 
all to nearly fifty voices. The Service was Purcet.’s in B flat, in- 
cluding the Benedictus. On each of these compositions their author 
has lavished abundant proofs of his erudition; not to break or interrupt 
the tone of solemn grandeur which pervades them, not to make a dis- 
play of contrapuntal skill, but simply as means to the accomplishment 
of that purpose which every vocal writer ought to keep steadily in 
view. . The eye discovers a succession of canons of the most artful 
construction; but the uninitiated hearer recognizes only a perfect 
atlaptation of sound to sense. Three of Purcrtyi’s Anthems were per- 
formed in the course of the service. The first, ‘‘ Be merciful, O God,” 
in which the feelings of devout supplication and pious confidence are 
expressed with a degree of truth and fervour unsurpassed, perbaps un- 
equalled by any other compeser. The verse parts of this anthem 
were admirably sung by Messrs. Hawkins, Hopgns, and Brapsury. 
* O Lord God of hosts” followed. In this splendid full anthem 
in eight parts, Purcett has adhered to the style of his im- 
mortal predecessor Gipzons, and rivalled the masterly combinations 
of Patrestrina. The feeble and decrepid state of our Choirs 
(no longer ‘ the full-voiced choirs of Mrtron’s time) forbid any 
attempt at the performance of this anthem. Deans and Chapters 
have found better employment for the revenues of the Church than 
expending them on its musical service. Themselves the yearly and 
perpetual plunderers of Church property—themselves the spoliators of 
its Choirs—they are the first to raise the outery of plunder and spolia- 
tion against those who seek and labour for their equitable and proper 
distribution. Purcett, when Organist of the Abbey, would not have 
written for his own Choir an anthem which its members had not the 
numerical strength to perform: but ‘*O Lord God of hosts,” and all 
anthems similarly constructed, can now only be heard by the voluntary 
accession of unpaid voices. . At the conclusion of the Morning Ser- 
vice, Purce..’s Anthem, ‘ O sing unto the Lord,” was sung. This 
sublime composition is not in Boyce’s Collection, and therefore little 
known even in our Cathedrals. It formed parts of the rich and un- 
rivalled collection of its author’s music possessed by Mr. BartLeMan. 
An air of lofty grandeur pervades the entire anthem ; and the composer 
has eminently proved that no theme was t9o high for his powersto reach. 

The members of the Choir present were Messrs. Nretp, Crark, 
and Hosns; those absent were Messrs. Knyverr, VAuGHAN, and 
SALE; the latter no less than the former being professed admirers of 
Pwurcet, and bound, therefore, to give their attendance and assistance 
from inclination as well as duty. We should not have noticed this 
circumstance, but that the same persons were present and the same 
absent on a similar occasion last year. The facts require no comment. 
The Organist was not absent. We believe no one present enjoyed 
this high musical treat more thoroughly, and certainly no one contri- 
buted to it more powerfully, than Mr. Tur.r. 

It was impossible for any one to have heard this,scanty exposition of 
PuncEci’s musical resources—for scanty it was in comparison with 
their numerical abundance—without being made sensible of his un- 
rivalled power as a vocal writer. To every devotional sentiment—of 
grief and penitence—of thankfulness and joy—of gratitude and praise 
—he imparted its most appropriate musical expression. Music was 
the language in which he spoke, and spoke to every heart. In modern 
compositions for the Roman Catholic Church, this agreement is only 
oecasional and accidental. The solemn invocation with which the 
musical portion of the Mass service begins, is often gay, sportive—even 
frivolous; and the devotional feelings are outraged and destroyed by 
an association so ludicrously discordant. PurceLt.’s sacred music, on 
the contrary, seems the natural expression of his own feelings; and 
the meaning of every passage of the sacred writings on which he has 
employed his talents, is more vividly presented, not only to the under- 
standing, but the heart, than it would be through the instrumentality 
of: mere recitation, however perfect. Yet of all our writers for the 
church, Purcett is the least known. This may arise, in part, from 
the demands which he makes not merely on the voice, but on the mind 
of asinger. Singers in general shrink from an encounter with Pur- 
CELL; and well they may. He lays a burden upon their shoulders 
under which few are able even to totter: fewer still to walk erect. 
But a part of the disgraceful neglect under which PurceLt is doomed 
to labour arises from the imperfect and scanty state of our Choirs, as 
well as from the ludicrous vanity and deplorable ignorance of some who 
aect to preside over them. Instead of glorious music, and that of 
Gixssons, Birp, or Crorr, we are too often indulged with bits and 
scraps from modern masses, ‘‘ arranged ” (to use the common and con- 
venient phrase) by some blockhead of an organist; or, still worse, 
with a mongrel assemblage of phrases neither belonging to the church 
nor the theatre, but compounded of both, miscalled a musical compo- 
sition. Honour be to tho:e who, like the Organist of the Abbey, pre- 
serve the stream of church music which there gushed up from the minds 
of PurceLt, Crorr, and Biow, pure, uncorrupt, and untainted. 

In the evening, the meeting of the Club was held at the Crown and 
Anchor; Mr. Danvo being the Leader, and Mr. Turte the Con- 
ductor. The principal voice parts were sustained by Miss Woopyarrt, 
(whose pure and polished execution deserves emphatic commendation, ) 
Master Cowarp, Messrs. Hosss, Hawkins, BEeELtamy, Francis, 
Brapsury, and E. Taytor. ‘The selection comprised the Sacri- 
ficial Scene and the Frost Scene from King Arthur, some portions of 
«the Yorkshire Feast Song,” the Ode to St. Cecilia’s Day,” and the 
Operas of Dido and Eneas, Don Quixote, and Dioclesian, with some 
detached pieces from the Orpheus Britannicus. Of the latter, the 
beautiful song, “ I attempt from Love’s sickness,” claims peculiar 
notice, set off as it was by Honus’s admirable singing. Miss Woopyatt’s 
song, ‘* Stript of their green the fields appear,” is one of the treasures 
of the Purce.t mine which industry and research appear now to have 
brought to light. Many more such, doubtless, remain as yet undisco- 
vered. One of PurceEtt’s Sonatas for two Violins and Violoncello, 
was a novel and gratifying feature of the evening’s entertainment: the 
first movement of which is in canon by double augmentation, but 
withal so melodious, free, and graceful, that the fetters which the com- 
poser has imposed on himself are scarcely perceptible.

If this day’s entertainment did not bring its own reward to thos 
who projected and carried it through, we should tender them our a 
thanks for their unpaid and patriotic exertions. They neither seek 
nor admit public support—for they know it would be sought in yaip 
Purce.t was far in advance of bis countrymen during his life, and he 
is so still. But his name will not perish, nor the records of his ge 
nius. These have a principle of vitality, which the ever-shifting 
caprices of fashion have no power to extinguish. If Time is un. 
ceasingly mowing down the stubble of our musical fields, he is alg 
watering the garden which Purcet planted, where bloom perennial 
flowers and spring unfading laurels. 


THE THEATRES. 

Buckstonz, who has catered so much to the taste of that portion of 
the play-going public which doats on the interesting horrors of heart 
and house breaking, has now turned this delicate penchant to account 
in the opposite way—remorselessly ridiculing and gravely censurin 
the source of the tender sympathies he had so movingly excited, 
However, he lays on the lash of satire in such a facetious way, that the 
victims themselves roar with ecstatic merriment during the infliction— 
save and except those dull intervals when the ‘ preachee” interrupts 
the ‘“floggee.” Love and Murder, or the School for Sympathy, is the 
title of the last Bucksrone extravanganza, produced this week at the 
Haymarket, which can only be called a comedy by way of burlesque, 
seeing that it is in reality a farcee—though as long as it is broad. 

The members of the School for Sympathy consist of Mrs. Frigid 
whose passion for contradiction is chilled by the compliant indifference 
of an iceberg of a husband; Mrs. General Jumble—a widow with an 
inexhaustible olla podrida of small-talk, in which “ my general” is g 
principal ingredient; Lady Teardrop, a larmoyante sentimentalist; 
Mrs. Fletcher Green, a specimen of verd antique ; and Lappet, a wait. 
ing-maid with a strong taste for dying-speeches. The whole party are 
assembled at Mrs. Frigid’s to enjoy the perusal of a most interesting 
case of “love and murder ;” and their ecstacy is complete when they 
are told that the murderer himself, having escaped from prison, is 
actually secreted in the house,—which makes up for their previous dis. 
appointment at being deprived of the pleasure of hearing sentence 
passed upon him. ‘The criminal is petted and pitied, comfortably 
lodged in a summer-house, and dosed with champagne and sympathy; 
but before he can be got away, Mr. Frigid, whose suspicions are 
awakened, conceals himself in a neighbouring out-building, of very 
equivocal character, but, to prevent mistakes, called an ice- house, and 
detects the culprit. An ecclaircissement ensues: the murdered man, 
who has all the while been of the party, throws off his incognito; and 
the murderer, stripped of his criminal character, turns out to bea 
harmless love-sick swain, who has unconsciously made a couple of 
husbands miserable and compromised the character of his mistress, be- 
sides jeoparding his own neck, in his desperate attempts to—take her 
likeness!| Mrs. Frigid and her friends finding they have thrown 
away their sympathy and champagne upon a fellow who has not so 
much as an intrigue to answer for, are loud in their disgust and vexa. 
tion ; and the pseudo-criminal carries off the lady of his love from the 
very man who had taken on himself the office of lecturing the coterie 
on their depraved taste,—which is any thing but poetical justice. 

This slight sketch of the plot conveys a very inadequate notion of 
its intricacies and monstrous improbabilities; but the triumph that 
BuckstTone has achieved over sense and reason may be. guessed at. 
The fun was well nigh spoilt, however, by the introduction of some 
scenes intended to possess a serious interest, and emulating the didactic 
decorum of grave comedy—an incongruity so preposterous that it can 
only be explained by supposing BucksronsE to have been blinded by his 
ambition to rival SHermpan: the School for Scandal was evidently the 
model of the School for Sympathy, great as is the difference between 
them. There are some capital ite at the morbid curiosity and maudlin 
distresses that vulgar and weakminded people are so prone to indulge 
in: the declaration of Mrs. Jumble, that ‘*a man who governs his pas- 
sions is protected by nature, but he whose passions govern him is a pro- 
per object for the protection of others,” is the climax of the argumentum 
ad absurdum. Mrs. Gover gave it out with prodigious gusto; and 
Lappet’s confession that “ the most agreeable fellows are generally the 
wickedest,” was made by Mrs. Humsy with genuine naiveté. Some 
of the situations are farcically ludicrous, but there is no scope for good 
acting. Farren could make nothing of the character of Jubb, (the 
pretended murdered Mandeville,) though he looked wretched enough 
for the representative of a triple cuckold; and Bucksrone as Frigid 
could only stare about like a man with a stiff neck, and speak as if his 
mouth was full of paste—all which was very droll, though we did not 
see the wit of it. He trembled for the fate of his piece—as well he 
might, for its progress was like that of a drunken man along the edge 
of a precipice: it had a very narrow escape. ; 

Powen’s nights of performance are announced in the play-bills as 
schoolboys note the days before the holydays—‘‘the last night but siz 
of his engagement.” At this rate bis first appearance should have been 
thus advertised—* First time of Mr. Power's appearance since his 
return from America, and last night but eleven of his engagement.” 

The advent of a Mr. Puetps, “ of provincial celebrity,” in Shylock, 
has been predicted so long beforehand, that he must be not merely a 
“star,” but a comet. 


The Report of the Drury Lane Committee was read to the renters 
and shareholders at the Theatre on Thursday. It is a long, wordy 
rigmarole, and appears as if it had been drawn up so as to veil the plain 
and unwelcome fact that there are no funds available to pay the claims 
on the property. ‘The Committee attribute the ruinous state of affairs 
to the infringements on the patent monopoly (the old story) and to 
‘a series of most unfortunate events ;” among which, however, the 
lesseeship of Mr. Buwn is not specified. With astounding impudence 
or matchless simplicity, the Report says—‘ The Legitimate Drama, 
having been illegally wrested from the two National Theatres, it has 
been thereby lowered in public estimation, to such a degree that it 1s 
now become utterly distasteful to our patrons in general ; and whenever 
it is performed on our own boards, it altogether fails to attract.” No 
wonder. But Scure@per, Pasta, and Tactiont, made no better for 
the Theatre than Forrest. We are afraid “ the series of unfortunate 
events ” i3 not yet terminated.

pROFESSOR TUCKERS LIFE OF THOMAS JEFFERSON. 


Actos examination of these two ample volumes has not very 
reatly changed the opinion we ventured, from a casual inspection, to 
express in regard to them more than four months since. The public 
life of JEFFERSON, as we then suspected, is chiefly dwelt upon; 
put as he was mostly occupied in the routine duties of civil 
government, or, if engaged in great events, was engaged as an 
agent or In conjunction with others, his career possesses little 
jnterest in its minute details, however important in the results 
which it produced. The execution of the biography is, as we 
guessed], more distinguished for temper, spirit, and eleyance, than 
for characteristic touches; whilst its leanings are in favour of 
Jerrerson and Democracy. The nature of much of the work, 
however, prevents the frequent display of spirit. Abridgments of 
State papers, debates in Congress, and the recapitulation of argu- 
ments against orin favour of particular political measures, can attain 
no higher excellence than clearness and neatness; nor can these 
qualities save the reader from a feeling of weariness. Even oc- 
currences more personal to the hero are often too common for bio- 
graphical notice : unless a man be killed or invalided by getting wet 
through on a ride, it is not necessary to commemorate the circum- 
stance. Mr. Tucker, in short,is an able man and an accom- 
plished scholar, admirably fitted for historical or moral disquisi- 
tion, but scarcely qualified by nature for biography, and not even 
very clearly perceiving in what it consists. A  properly-written 
life deals only with the character or the person. The studies of 
the author, or the artist, and the manner in which he planned and 
composed his works, are to be narrated at length, because such 
things are strictly personal; but biography does not require an 
abridgment of his book or a view of his pictures. Fora similar 
reason, the training of a general, and his behaviourin fight, are to 
be told, and as minutely as may be; but the account of his cam- 
paigns, and even of his battles save in so far as he himself decided 
them—belong to history, for others were engaged in the action as 
wellas he. We are to be informed of the distinguishing excel- 
lences of a physician—of the mode, if it be possible, by which he 
attained them, and, should he be famous for any great discovery, 
of the first hint which suggested it, and of the thought and expe- 
riment which successfully worked it out; but we do not wish the 
peels even of Harvey's private practice, nora synopsis of 
is prescriptions. Yet this is what Professor Tucker has given 
of JEFFERSON; and though done with eloquence and ability, 
itis impossible for either ability or eloquence to impart fitness or 
attraction to an unnatural plan. 
The circumstance of having written the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, has no doubt greatly contributed to the celebrity of 
Tuomas JEFFERSON. But, even bearing this fact in mind, an 
examination of the events and exploits of his life will scarcely 
account for the American fame he has attained. As Mr. Tucker 
observes, he neither gained a battle, made a speech, nor founded a 
religious sect; his writings, apart from business documents, are 
unimportant ; and he was not distinguished by birth, wealth, or 
station. Educated at Virginia’s only College, bred to the law, 
and marrying a fortune, he wasinduced, by the growing disagree- 
ments between Great Britain and America, to embark in public 
life; where his activity, prudence, and legal habits, rendered him 
useful and distinguished as a Committee-man both in Con- 
gress and the Virginian Legislature. On the acknowledg- 
ment of American Independence. he filled the post of Am- 
bassador to France for some years; and after sitting in the 
Cabinet of WasnineTon as an Anti-Federalist, and discharging 
the functions of Vice-President of the Union, he was 
elected by the Democratic party to the Presidentship itself, and 
“did the state some service.” Between 1801 and 1809, his go- 
Vernment reduced the public expenditure by a rigid economy ; 
paid off thirty-three millions of public debt, abolished the internal 
taxes, with all their disagreeable inquisitions and agreeable pa- 
tronage; added Louisiana by purchase to the domain of the 
United States, not only extending its territory by more than a 
million of square miles, but giving it the uncontrolled navigation 
of the Mississippi. These things, however, would have been dis- 
missed to history, and JeFrgeRson been forgotten as a popular 
topic, had not circumstances made him the leader of the American 
people. From conviction, temperament, or the position of his 
family—merely respectable among the aristocrats of Virginia—or 
perhaps from all combined, THOMAS JEFFERSON early became a 
Democratic Republican : and from his principles he never swerved, 
keeping them unsullied when in possession of place and power; 
the same Democrat when at the head of the commonwealth as when, 
quarter of a century before, he announced in the memorable De- 
claration, “ that all men are created equal”—that “ governments 
are instituted amongst men” to preserve the rights of men, and 
derive their just “ powers from the consent of the governed.” No 
pomp or parade surrounded him as the First Magistrateof America : 
the morning levees—the ceremonials on appearing in public—the 
raised seat, “obviously and purposely having an analogy to a 
throne,” into which the Federalists had seduced W asHINGTON— 





were swept away. “ THomMAsS JEFFERSON” alone was read on?the 
President’s card; and it was the end and aim of his government to 
foster the popular power. He headed the movement, when the 
most distinguished cf those who had raised the standard of resist- 
ance against Great Britain were for establishing a respectable 
aristocracy, that should govern the mass for their good. In 
despite of the most influential prejudices, and of occasional po- 
pular follies, he never abandoned his position either in thought 
or deed, till, favoured by circumstances, he lived to see public 
opinion annihilate the party of his opponents. The struggle, 
however, was severe whilst it lasted; and with an intuitive aris- 
tocratical sagacity, his opponents directed their chief attacks 
against JEFFERSON, These, which were not wanting in virulence, 
wit, or ability, rendered him still more conspicuous; and some 
individual peculiarities gave zest and character to the numerous 
pasquinades. The almost sordid plainness of his public appear- 
ance—the singularity of his red breeches, and his alleged taste for 
African beauty—afforded fruitful themes for jest. The spectacle 
of the head of a civilized community not condescending to veil 
his disbelief in the common creed of the country, was a fruitful 
theme of invective, especially nearly forty years ago. His public 
invitation toTom Paine was another topic either for sarcasm or 
hypocritical wailings, and made the distant vulgar conceit that a 
personage with something like horns and tail had seated himself in 
the Presidential chair of the United States. Time indeed will 
reduce him to his true dimensions, apart from these things; but 
that-time has not yet arrived ; for though the traditional instances 
may be often forgotten, their effects remain. The leader of the 
Democracy is still an object of hatred to the party he opposed, 
and many are even yet animated by the spirit of the Ken- 
tuckyan’s toast—‘‘ Damnation to Thomas Jefferson.” 

From his retirement in 1809 till his death in 1826,—on the 
same day with his old colleague Apams, and, strange coin- 
cidence! on the fiftieth anniversary of the Independence,—JEF- 
FERSON tasted of the pains and pleasures of life; though the 
pains. perhaps preponderated. His pleasures consisted of his 
studies in philosophy and the belles lettres, to both of which he 
was attached from his youth ; in correspondence with his intimate 
friends; in the public respect which was paid him, his opinion 
being frequently taken upon important affairs by his successors im 
the Presidentship; and in founding the University of Virginia. 
The ill success of this establishment, at starting,—owing to his 
plan of ruling the students on his favourite principle of seif- 
government,—may be reckoned as one of his pains; and when he 
found his own nephew amongst the delinquents, his patience gave 
way, “and he could not forbear from using, for the first time, [he 
was now upwards of eighty,] the language of indignation and 
reproach.” His celebrity drew on him another evil—that of an 
extensive correspondence with strangers or indifferent persons, 
which his habits would not allow him to neglect, but which en- 
croached grievously on his time and comfort. The death of some 
of his descendants affected him; and he was disturbed by the im- 
prudence of his son-in-law. But the great torment of his de- 
clining years was pecuniary embarrassment. His natural hospi- 
tality was increased, of necessity, by the number of public visi- 
ters his reputation drew to him. His property was dependent on 
slave cultivation; his farms, lying apart, were under the manage- 
ment of bailiffs, who contrived to cheat the man who had baffled 
factions and nations; the agricultural distress springing out of 
the war that followed his retirement, first involved him; those 
certain entanglers, interest, and living beyond the incomings, with 
a heavy loss through surety, rendered him at the close of his life 
almost insolvent. To have sold his property, would have deprived 
his family of all pecuniary benefit. Tuomas Jerrerson there- 
fore became a suitor to the Legislature for permission to dis- 
pose of it by lottery. This was granted; a transient burst of 
public enthusiasm was exhibited in a subscription, as soon as 
the state of his affairs was published; and the author of the 
Declaration of Independence died with the notion that a con- 
siderable surplus would have been realized. But some mis- 
management took place; the public sentiment evaporated, the 
lottery was abandoned; and “it is understood that the property 
sold and unsold is not more than sufficient to pay his debts.” 
When this was known, “strong symptoms of public 7 
were manifested throughout the Union.” The States of Sout 
Carolina and Louisiana were, however, the only ones that did any 
thing; and they secured the only surviving daughter of THomas 
JEFFERSON against indigence, by a sum of about 24,000 dollars. 

The religion of Jze¥FeRson seems to have been a pure Theism ; 
and, if the expressions in his letters to Mr. Apams are to be 
relied on as conveying his belief, he Jatterly had a firm conviction 
of the immortality of the soul. When questioned, very late in 
life, on the subject of his religion, (it must have required no 
common powers of impudence to put such questions to such a 
man,) he used to answer that he was a Unitarian. 

Upon the subjects of his personal appearance and habits, as 
well as of the minutiz of some of the points we have mentioned 
generally, a few extracts from Mr. Tucker may be agreeable. 

TASTES, MANNERS, AND CHARACTER OF JEFFERSON. 

His tastes were those which commonly distinguish a lively sensibility. He 
delighted in music, painting, and sculpture, and was an enthusiast in architec- 
ture. Though temperate in the pleasures of the table, he had a high relish for 
them; and his discriminating palate soon learnt to appreciate the merits of 
French cookery. It was this supposed disloyalty of taste that Patrick Henry 
meant to reprove, when he said, ‘* he had no notion of a man’s abjuring his 
native victuals.” In carly life he was fond of dress, but in his latter years 
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his-appearance wus rather plain than showy. He was always scrupulously 
attentive to cleanliness. His favourite exercise was riding, and his only game 
chess. He had once been a good performer on the violin. 
B In person he was above six feet high, thin, and erect. His complexion was 
light, his eyes blue, his nose long, pointed, and slightly turned up. His hair, 
which he had Jost none, had been red, became gray, faintly tinged with its 
original hue. For some years before his death his hearing was somewhat im- 
paired, but he retained his sight, as well as his teeth, to the last. 

His manners were frank, mild, and courteous; occasionally when he was par- 
ticularly desirous‘of pleasing, graceful, and irresistibly engaging. His conversa- 
tion was always cheerful, sometimes light and facetious, but seldom either im- 
ry or witty, From the profound respect with which he was usually 

istened to, he was occasinally abrupt and positive; but in thus speaking, as it 
‘were, ex cathedra, he was never betrayed into haughtiness or ill- humour. 

As a practical statesman he was prompt, prudent, and judicious; in general 
cautious and politic, but occasionally bold, where boldness was wise. In his first 
contest with the Royalist party in the Revolutionary times; in that which re- 
lated to the church establishment, and other great innovations in the civil 
polity of Virginia, he was adventurous, firm, and uncompromising. But 
whether exhibiting courage or caution, his unfailing complacency of temper 
stood in good wre both with friend and adversary. Noone better understoud 
the management of a popular assembly than he did that of the House of Re- 
presentatives; and he has been known, when he had a favourite measure to 
carry, to convey his opinion with so much address to those members who were 
likely to prove troublesome, that they have regarded it as a suggestion of their 
own. On one occasion, a member who had been thus unconsciously tutored, 
remarked, after having left the President, that he believed ‘‘he could make 
Mr. Jefferson adopt any opinion he pleased.” He was diligent, punctual, and 
exact in al] matters of business; never evading, neglecting, nor delaying his 

ublic duties, great or smal] ; and he was so methodical, that, at all times in his 
Fie, he could in a few minutes lay his hand on any paper he possessed. Know- 
ing how general and sensitive was personal vanity, he was careful never to 
offend it. At his public dinners, if he had forgotten the name of any member 
present, he would, on a signal to his secretary, withdraw to an adjoining apart - 
ment for the purpose of ascertaining it. “4 4 wi 

It appears from a letter written at this time (1818) by Jefferson, in answer 
to the inquiries of a correspondent, that he was in the enjoyment of a green 
oldage. He lived temperately, chiefly on vegetables, using animal food rather 
as a condiment than nourishment, and drinking nothing stronger than malt 
liquor, cider, and French wines. That he used no spectacles in the day, heard 

etty well, and had never lost a tooth from age. That his habit was to bathe 
is feet every morning in cold water, to which he ascribes his remarkable ex- 
emption from catarrhs, That he walked little, but rode without fatigue six or 
eight miles a day, and sometimes thirty or forty. That he had been “blessed with 
organs of digestion which accepted and concocted, without ever murmuring, 
whatever the palate choosed to consign to them.” He says he was a hard student 
until he entered on the business of life, and then retired, and at the age of 
seventy-six he was still a hard student. This picture of himself would answer 
with very small exceptions for the remaining seven years of his life. 

DRUDGERY OF HIS CORRESPONDENCE. 

He stated that from sunrise to one or two o'clock, and often from dinner to 
datk, he was drudging at the writing-table; and all this in answer to letters 
into which neither interest nor inclination on his part entered, and often from 
persons whose names he never before heard. 

And again he writes to ADAMs— 

“Tdo not know how far you may suffer, as I do, under the persecution of let- 
ters, of which every mail brings a fresh load. They are letters of inquiry for 
the most part, always of good-will, sometimes from friends whom I esteem, but 
much oftener from persons whose names are unknown to me, but written kindly 
and civilly, and to which, therefore, civility requires answers. Perhaps the 
better-known failure of your hand in its function of writing may shield yoa in 
ee degree from this distress, and so far qualify the misfortune of its disabi- 

ity. I happened to turn to my letter-list some time ago, and a curiosity was 
excited to count those received in a single year. It was the year before last. 
I found the number to be one thousand two hundred and sixty-seven, many of 
them requiring answers of elaborate research, and all to be answered with due 
attention and consideration. Take an average of this number for a week or a 
day, and J will repeat the question suggested by other considerations in mine of 
the Ist. Is this life? At best it is but the life of a mill-horse, who sees no 
end to his circle but in death. To such a life, that of a cabbage would be a 

aradise. It occurs, then, that my condition of existence, truly stated in that 
etter, if better known, might check the kind indiscretions which are so heavily 
Oppressing the departing hours of life.” 

INTELLECTUAL PURSUITS AT SEVENTY-FIVE. 

** My repugnance to the writing-table becomes daily and hourly more deadly 
and insurmountable. In place of this has come on a canine appetite for read - 
ing ; and I indulge it, because I see in it a relief against the tedium senectutis — 
a lamp to lighten my path through the dreary wilderness of time before me, 
whose bourn Isee not. Losing daily all interest in the things around us, 
something else is necessary to fill the void. With me it is reading, which oc- 
cupies the mind, without the labour of producing ideas from my own stock.” 

JEFFERSON ON BONAPARTE. 

The perusal of O’Meara’s account of Bonaparte disposed Mr. Jefferson some- 
what to qualify his opinion of that extraordinary individual. ‘ It places him 
in a higher scale of understanding than I had allotted him. I had thought 
him the greatest of all military captains, but an indifferent statesman, and 
misled by unworthy passions. The flashes, however, which escaped from him 
in these conversations with O'Meara, prove a mind of great expansion, though 
not of distinct development and r ing. He seizes results with rapidity and 
penetration, but never explains logically the process of reasoning by which he 
arrives at them.” He thinks, too, that the book makes us “ forget. his atro- 
cities for a moment, in commiseration of his sufferings, and proves also that 
nature had denied him the moral sense, the first excellence of well-organized 
man.” On this position Mr. Jefferson thus reasons: ‘ If he could seriously 
and repeatedly affirm that he had raised himself to power without ever having 
committed a crime, it proves that he wanted totally the sense of right and 
wrong. If he could consider the million of human lives which he had de- 
stroyed, or caused to be destroyed, the desolations of countries by. plunderings, 
burnings, and famine, the destitutions of lawful rulers of the world without 
the consent of their constituents, to place his brothers and sisters on their 
thrones, the cutting-up of established societies of men and jumbling them 
discordantly together again at his caprice, the demolition of the fairest hopes of 
mankind for the recovery of their rights and amelioration of their condition, 
and all the nuwberless train of his other enormities; the man, I say, who could 
consider al] these as no crimes, must have been a moral monster, against whom 
every hand should have been lifted to slay him.” Mr. Jefferson seems to regard 
his confinement as justifiable by the necessity of the case, or on the plea of 
self. preservation ; but he condemns the cold-blvoded insults and vexations to 
which he was subjected. 





JEFFERSON ON PLATO. 
He had just returned from Poplar Forest; and, during. the few weeks he 
assed there, he hademployed himself in reading Plato’s Republic. He speaks 





most contemptuously of the “ whimsies, the puerilities, and unintelligible jar 
of this work,” and says he often asked himself how the world could on 
long consented to give reputation to such nonsense. He thus Beeounts jp 
Plato’s influence among the moderns. ‘In truth, he is one of the r, 
genuine sophists, whe has escaped the oblivion of his brethren, first, b 
elegance of his diction, but chiefly by the adoption and incorporation of his 
whimsies into the body ef artificial Christianity. His foggy mind is ever 
senting the semblunces of objects, which, half seen through a Mist, can he 
defined neither in form nor dimension. Yet this, which should have cong} 
him to early oblivion, really procured him immortality of fame and reve 
The Christian priesthood, finding the doctrines of Christ levelled to 
understanding, and too plain to need explanation, saw in the mysticismsg 
Plato materials with which they might build up an artificial system, which 
might, from its indistinctness, admit everlasting controversy, give employment fip 
their order, and introduce it to profit, power, and preeminence. The doctr} 
which flowed from the lips of Jesus himself are within the comprehension of, 
child; but thousands of volumes have not yet explained the Platonisms¢,, 
grafted on them,—and for this obvious reason, that nonsense cannot be os 
plained. 

DIPLOMATIC FORMS. 


Mr. Jefferson was not content with the abolition of levees, of speeches to the 
Legislature, and with discountenancing every thing like a court ceremonial, byt 
he wished ulso to impress on the diplomatic corps at Washington that this fg. 
ture of his administration was to be in harmony with the simplicity of our ing. 
tutions; and opportunities soon presented themselves. The Danish Minister 
having called one morning to see him, the President appeared in slippers, anda. 
verting tothe fact, spoke of his indifference to forms. The Minister hayi 
intimated in reply that they could not well be dispensed with, the President 
took occasion to relate the following anecdote, which, while it seemed to cop. 
form to the Minister’s views, still more furthered his own. Ferdinand of 
Naples complained one morning to his Minister, Caraccioli, of the irksame d 
to which he was subjected of conforming to the ceremonies of the court, and 
asked if some plan could not be devised for his relief; whereupon Caracciglj 
endeavoured to show that his master’s wishes could not be safely fulfilled, apd 
remarked, ‘* Your Majesty must remember that you yourself are but a ceremony," 

The same temper gave rise to a collision with the British Minister, Mr. 
Merry, which was made the subject of his correspondence with his own Govern. 
ment, and was a fruitful source of gossip about Washington. Mr. and Mrs, 
Merry having been invited to dine with the President, the latter, when dinner 
was announced, conducted Mrs. Madison, whom he was standing near at the 
time. For the President to have given any other lady the precedence, was 
deemed so serious an offence, that Mr. Merry would never accept another in- 
vitation from the President. Mr. Madison made a full representation of the 
whole affair to Mr. Monroe, that he might give the requisite explanation to 
the British Government, if they should regard it as a studied insult, as the 
Federal papers affected to consider it. Mr. Monroe replied, that Mr. Merry had 
no foundation for the claim of precedence he had asserted, and that in England 
Mrs. Monroe was postponed to the lady of an Under Secretary. 

Mr. Jefferson’s subsequent conduct was as illustrative of his amiable temper 
as it accorded with real dignity. As he often had small unceremonious parties 
to dinner, and it was thought Mr. Merry would make a pleasant addition to 
them, he inquired, through the Swedish Chargé, whether, if Mr. Merry were 
invited to take a family dinner with the President, he would accept the invita. 
tion. The inquiry being made, and answered in the affirmative, a note was 
accordingly sent under Mr. Jefferson’s own hand; on which Mr. Merr wrote to 
the Secretary of State, Mr. Madison, to know whether he was invited in his pri- 
vate or his official character. If in the former, he must await his Majesty's 
permission to accept it; if in the latter, he must first have assurance that he 
would receive the respect and attention due to his Majesty’s Envoy. A cold 
dry answer, “‘ giving the question the go-by,” was returned by Mr. Madison ; and 
thus ended the ridiculous affair. 





PROGRESS OF PUBLICATION. 


Conpucr cannot be inferred from single actions. The praise 
we have once or twice bestowed on bibliopolic generalship, at 
Christmas and Easter holydays, must be withdrawn, and the appa 
rent art be attributed to lucky accidents, During the Spring, 
when the minds of all were distracted by Parliament, politics, 
and parties, exhibitions as various as art and human necessily 
can make them,—besides the illness of a King of three score years 
and ten, and the probable accession of a maiden Queen of 
eighteen,—the booksellers sent forth volumes in such profu- 
sion, that we, whose vocation is reading, and whom habit has ena 
bled to read rapidly, “toiled after them in vain;” so the fate to 
which they were doomed by a preoccupied world may be readily 
guessed. “And mark the results of following the fashion. When 
a season of dulness is approaching, unequalled since the autumn 
preceding the death of CANNinG—one of those pauses In the 
march of real events, which the poet contrives in the progress 0 
epic or dramatic action, to relieve the mind from the strain of the 
past and strengthen it for the coming incident which is to de 
termine the catastrophe—and when the world, from sheer ennui, 
must have bought books for reading and perhaps for study, there 
is little or nothing to read or to buy. The previous fortnight pro 
duced nothing new and good save Mrs. Gorx’s Stokeshill Place. 
The present week has given us nothing under this category. As 
regards our Library, the week ending with the 19th August 1837 
must be pronounced ablank; though the routine in-droppings of 
the trade, and the imperfect efforts of one or two literary advelr 
turers, have sprinkled our table with a few volumes. 


Among the foremost of these, is Kindness in Women, by THOMAS 
Haynes Bayty; whieh consists of two tales, “‘ Kate Leslie and 
“ David Dumps.” The object of the former is less to show 
kindness of women, than to inculcate the selfishness, often 
villany, which taints the character of a spoiled child, and the ruin 
that frequently overtakes him. The design and the moral are 
not very new, nor very happily executed. The first volume of the 
tale is trivial and puerile, not to say unlikely, in eonception, 
incidents, and character: the second exhibits more vigour ani 
melodramatic effect in the writing, but is equally improbable r 
its governing events. The composition throughout displays a 
easy fluency, and the tale may serve to amuse unfasti liow 
readers; but “ Kate Leslie" cannot be praised by the eritic either 
as a picture of life or a portraiture of manners,

« David Dumps” is an aecount of the adventures of a retired 

jertaker’s son, who sets out to see the world ; is inveigled into 
ar ock duel at Boulogne; fancies he has killed his man; and, 
. ling the supposed murder from every one, is constantly 
eed by the ghost of his victim, and a dread of justice. This 
= rise to a variety of contre temps in love, friendship, and 
eit, utterly improbable and supremely absurd, but still 
amusing and laughable. _ Except in occasional scenes, “ David 
Dumps,” like “ Kate Leslie,” has little of real life or manners ; 
put any one who can relish broad farce, and who should be, during 
thenext three months, in want of a few hours’ amusement, willdo 
well to procure the third volume of Kindness in Women. 

Asa specimen of the writing, we will take a passage from the 
adventures of an amateur yacht-man. 

He stood upon his own deck, he leant against his own mast, and his own 
gailors pushed him about and seemed to consider him in the way. His legs lost 
ali strength, he sank upon a seat, his head dangled over the side of the vessel 
_he was sea-sick. All fears left him, and with them all natural affections. 
He cared not three straws about his inestimable wife; he cared not for his 
guest her cousin; he gave no orders, he knew nothing that was going on. He 
was conscious the weather was getting worse and worse; but he was getting 
worse and worse himself, and what is weather toa dying man? 

He knew nothing about the Commodore, nothing about the squadron. All 
night he lay on his berth in the cabin, opposite to his wife, who lay upon hers; 
and, their beds being on something like shelves let into the wall, he thought of

One of the sailors came down into the cabin occasionally, and gave Mr 


Cockle brandy, which he passively swallowed ; and then brandy was given to 
Mrs. Cockle; and ke had just sense enough left to observe that she drank it

« Hope, Sir! what d’ye mean by hope?”

There was a pause; and then Cockle added, “I trust we're near land?”

How people may be mistaken ! Land was what Cockle had been longing for.

«If we don’t keep a good look-out, we shall go on shore,” said the sailor.

“And in ten minutes the Water-Wagtail would go to pieces, and every soul 


on board perish.” 
Cockle groaned, and so did Mrs. C. ; and they heard a responsive groan from 


Lorimer Lomax, whose body had been aid out in asort of closet which served 
many purposes. 


Exactly this week last year, we reviewed at some length the 
“Hand-book for Travellers in Holland, Belgium, and Northern 
Germany ;"and now we are called upon to chronicle the appearance 
of its fellow, the Hand-book for Travellers in Southern Germany. 
With respect to fitness for its end—utility on the road, all that 
we said of the first may be said of#he second; and with this addi- 
tion, that whilst information could readily be obtained touching 
the Low Countries, the Rhine, and Northern Germany, few 
persons and fewer bookmakers have wandered through Styria, 
Carinthia, Carniola, and Hungary, not to mention the Tyrol, Bo- 
hemia, and Austria. Asa book for home perusal, this volume is 
scarcely equal to its predecessor—the general sketches of the 
countries prefixed to the detailed particulars respecting them being 
fewer and less interesting; but, under existing circumstances, we 
know not that we can give our readers better advice than to put 
this book in their pocket, ‘money in their purse,” and to run 
down the Danube till the fear of the plague and the Pashas stop 
the timid, whilst the bolder may push on even to the Black Sea 
and Constantinople. 

Voyages up the Mediterranean and in the Indian Seas, by 
Joun A. Heraup. Wittiam Rostnson, the son of Dr. Ronin- 
SON, was originally designed for the law; but his physicians having 
ordered change of climate for his health, Captain Smyru volun- 
teered to take him as a Midshipman in his corvette, which was 
then’sailing for the Mediterranean to survey the coasts of Africa 
from Baibary to Ezypt. This service being over, young Rosin- 
80N continued on the Mediterranean station some years longer, 
and then sailed to the East Indies under Captain Rous; where, 
having passed his examination for Lieutenant, he caught a fever 
and died. Asa sailor, he was zealous in his profession; he ap- 

ts to have been beloved by his messmates, and approved by 
is officers; he was distinguished amongst midshipmen for his 
skill in drawing, and the neatness of his log-book; he had a boyish 
faculty of observation, and facility in writing, which displayed 
itself in long and frequent letters to friends at home. Less estimable 

qualities than these would have embalmed the memory of a 
youth in the minds of his family and intimates, who, haplessly, 
only judging of the future by their hopes, are incapacitated from 
tomparing promise and performance; and to them every memorial 
however trivial has a value. The person who looks.at this virtual 
autobiography, compiled from poor WiLL1Am’s log and letters, 
With the indifference of a stranger and the coldness of a critic, 
Sees little in the incidents of his life, or the matter or manner of 
lucubrations, to require their publication in a volume. 

Chapters on Early English Literature, by J. H. Hiprgstey, 

6q., M.A., is a well-intentioned, pleasant, gossipy volume, about 
the rise and progress of the English language; the life and 
literary character of Cuaucer, his works, and those of his con- 
temporaries and successors as far down as the Tupors; with occa- 
Sonal digressions to Greece, Rome, and the Continent. The 
Writer pretends to no far research or new discoveries; nor does he 
exhibit depth or acumen enough in his commentaries to impart 





the character of originality to compilation; but his volume, while 
pleasantly filling up a vacant hour, will give the general reader 
some useful information, scholarly expressed, about our earlier 
lilerature,—though it may not excite him to its study, which was: 
Mr. Hippgstey’s object in printing his production. 


Mr. Rutnp's Elements of Geology and Physical Geography, 
“forms the first of a prath A Natorel pn intended as i 
mentary works to the general student, but more especially 'ta 
meet the views of the comprehensive system of early education 
now generally pursued.” Bo far as the mere naked facts of the 
science go, this scheme is not illy accomplished in the little volume 
before us;. at least it contains as many facts.as it will hold. But 
it is deficient in principles; without which, no science can be 
believed or comprehended, much less learned, 

Lessons on Form, or an Introduction to Geomeiry, by C. 
Reig, is a publication of the lessons given to the pupils in a 
Pestalozzian school at Cheam, in Surry. According to the prin- 
ciple of the founder, they require at their outset to be accompanied 
by real figures; and of course they need the viva voce assistance 
of the master. Hence, it becomes difficult to pass any opinion on 
its utility, unless subjected to the test of experiment. To our 
old minds, it appears overlaid. Were we to begin geometry, we 
should prefer going to a school Euclid. 

The Parish and the Union, is an industrious and readable digest 
of the Evidence taken before Mr. Watter’s Poor-law Committee: 
of last session. The questions and answers are arranged under 
the subjects to which they relate; and are interspersed with a 
variety of remarks, philosophical, critical, or explanatory, as the 
case may be. There is a useful table of contents, or index, pre- 
fixed; and an appendix is added, containing the Committee's 
Report, and other matters. To decide upon the fulness. or 
fairness with which the volume is compiled, would be almost as 
laborious as to write it. We can only say, that the book appears 
complete in its topics, and that its compiler is an advocate of the 
new Poor-law. 

All these are books which, if not new, appear for the first time. 
We have also to acknowledge the receipt of a second edition of 
Dr. Lane's History of New South Wales; which the learned 
author states has been revised, rewritten, and brought down to 
1836, giving an account of the late changes that have taken place 
in the colony, and the wonderful regeneration that has ensued 
in consequence, as well as through the exertions of the Colonist 
newspaper, which Dr. Lane has established— 

‘* Hear this and tremble, y@ who ’scape the law.” 





FINE ARTS. 

THE prospects of art already begin to brighten, cheered by-the smiles 
of our young Queen. The first rays of royal favour have not all been 
intercepted by the Royal Academy: a portion of them has fallen upon 
objects hitherto languishing under the cold shade of that upas of the 
arts. 

The Queen has been graciously pleased to accept the Presidency of 
the Institute of British Architects, which is now incorporated by a 
royal charter. The society originated in the apathy and neglect with 
which this department of art has been treated by the Academy; and 
though it has been formed only a year or two, it has done more for 
the science of architecture in that time than the Academy has during 
the whole term of its existence. 

The Queen has also appointed Mr. Georce Hayter Historical 
and Portrait Painter to her Majesty. The artist may fairly attribute 
this honour to the insult and injury put upon him by the Royal 
Academy, who spitefully refused to exhibit his pictures at the National 
Gallery. Not that he is unworthy of such a mark of royal favour on 
other grounds than his having been the Queen’s instructor in drawing, 
but that on the score of merit only there are other artists at least his 
equals. 

‘The Academy-cannot but feel the rebuke implied by this last mark 
of the royal favour bestowed on one whom they had proscribed. How 
mortified the court-paying clique must feel at finding they have spurned 
“the man whom the Queen delighteth to honour!” Had Victoria 
been on the throne at the time, they would hardly have ventured to fly 
in the face of the Sovereign—piqued as they were at the Heiress Pre- 
sumptive having chosen for her teacher an artist who was not only, not 
of the Academy, but actually under its ban. Their discomfiture would 
be complete were the Queen to countenance Haypon. 

We congratulate the great body of artists on these favourable signs 
of the Queen’s desire to encourage art, and to protect.its professors 
from the petty despotism that has too long ‘‘ soaked up the: King’s 
countenance.” Academic influence has no longer the ascendancy at 
Court.
